ADVOCATES STATE INSURANCE 


AS MEANS OF SOLVING GREAT

State insurance as a means of solv- 
ing the unemployment problem was 
advocated by Jesse Lilienthal, presi- 
dent of the United Railroads, at the 
hearing of the United "States Com- 
mission on Industrial Relations at 
the Palace Hotel yesterday. 

Lilienthal, the first. witness, said 
that state insurance could be accom- 
plished by funds solicited from em- 
ployers added to sums set aside by 
the state, and the holding back of a 
certain portion of wages paid em- 
ployes, thus assuring a sufficient fund 
for the purpose. He suggested that 
this insurance measure be regulated 
by a commission appointed by the 

tate.

INDUSTRIAL 
SCHOOLS TO 
HALT UNREST 

OPINION OF 
PORTLANDER 


The industrial schools would halt 
the unrest among American work- 
men, wag the theory which was ad- 
vanced ‘by John Tait of Portland be- 
fore an investigation as to the eco- 
nomic conditions, and the labor prob- 
lem which is demanding attention 


The great trouble today is that 
many of our people have no under- 
standing when they leave school of 
how’ to support htemselves, was the 
gist of his talk. “If we would teach 
them how to handle tools and how 
to earn a livelihood at useful occupa- 
tions during the last years of their 
schooling, instead -of the high school 
branches, the situation .would be 
much relieved,” he said. 

“Manufacturefs are looking for 
good help. The question is not 
wages, it is efficiency. The inex- 
perienced, inefficient man causes in- 
dustrial unrest.” 

As an example, and attempting to 
prove what he said, Tait declared 
that the laundry business has fallen 
off recently and that his plant is 
operating on time basis. The mini- 
mum wage increase was met in his 


‘plant by raising the price of laundry 


work, and many persons refused to 
pay the advanced cost. Japanese 
laundries, he mentioned, while testi- 
fying, were increasing in Portland, 
and Chinese laundries were coming in 
town at e rapid rate.
